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Growth grips city 

Nemer hopes to build hotels, offices on 80 acres 


EDITOR’S NOTE 

Romulus, a city that has experi¬ 
enced little to no growth in the 
past twenty years, is suddenly a 
hot commodity with industrial, of¬ 
fice, retail and housing builders. 
In this week’s ROMAN we profile 
two projects- Nemer’s hotel and 
business development at the 
Metro World site and the facelift 
at Metro Landing. These, however, 
are only two of many new projects 
that have been started or on the 
drawing board. 


Forget, Metro World, casino 
Nemer hopes to build hotels, of¬ 
fices on 80-acre site. 

A $125-million development of 
offices, restaurants, hotels, office 
and distribution centers will go 
before the Romulus zoning and 
planning boards within the next 
week or so. The Nemer Property 
Group of Southfield is planning 
the development which is adja¬ 
cent to 1-94 near the Detroit Met¬ 
ropolitan Airport 

“We’re very excited, said 
Richard Marsh, Romulus Director 
of Economic Development “It’s a 
testimony to hanging in there.” 

The new proposal comes 15 
years after the City had pinned its 


economic revival on Metro World 
Centre, a development that 
promised millions in tax revenue 
and hundreds of jobs, at the now- 
Nemer location. 

Metro World was the brain¬ 
child of Llwyd Ecclestone, a suc¬ 
cessful Florida developer, who 
had purchased 675 acres between 
Middlebelt and Wayne roads, in 
an effort to build hotels, theaters, 
restaurants and offices. 

With an anxious mayor, Beverly 
McAnally and a city, Romulus be¬ 
hind her, city officials helped Ec¬ 
clestone by paying part of the cost 
for new sewers and roads. How¬ 
ever, as the economy began to sour 
in the late 1980’s, Ecclestone 
backed away from the project 

Thus the roads and sewers sat 
vacant, year after year. In 1997, 
Ecclestone came back to the City 
with a new project. This one 
would cost $250 million with 
housing and retail covering the 
700 acres. Wayne County gave an 
added incentive to the project by 
building the Vining Road inter¬ 
change off 1-94 

Fbr the second time, plans fal¬ 
tered and Ecclestone backed 
away. 

In the mean time the City made 
a bid to make Metro World home 
to a new Tiger Stadium, to no

avail. They also announced plans 
for a gambling casino and accom¬ 
panying hotel. Again, nothing hap¬ 
pened. 

Now comes Nemer. Although 
less ambitious- 80 acres instead of 
700- the project appears to have a 
better shot at succeeding than 
previous efforts largely because 
of the new midfield terminal at 
Metro Airport 

The terminal being built at a 
cost of $1.6 billion is expected to 


be a catalyst for many new pro¬ 
jects, including the Pinnacle Aero 
Park complex that this newspa¬ 
per recently completed a 4-part 
series about 

Nemer purchased their 80-acre 
parcel for an estimated $750,000 to 
$1,000,000 an acre. A Farmington 
Hills company, Grand Sakwa 
Properties has an optiQn to pur¬ 
chase the remaining acreage from 
Ecclestone.

Handling the Leasing for the 
owners who are actually from the 
Austin, Texas area is Mr. Ernie 
Bearman of Bill LaKritz & Associ- 
atioa Metro Landing has had in¬ 
terest from a variety of food ser¬ 
vice - retail businesses. Some of 
those include; a pizza, coney, sub 
station food court, an auto part 
mart, and a credit union. There 
are certainly four and potentially 
five spaces total in the complex. 

Ed and Deb Zielinski, owners 
of Ed’s Hanger, are the only ten¬ 
ants at this time. They too have 
plans of expanding their 1200 
square fL neighborhood bar to 
2400 square feet, to include a pool 


and Deb have owned and operat¬ 
ed the bar for nearly eighteen 
years. 

Ed’s Hanger had previously 
been owned by his cousin (also 
named Ed) and was once a book¬ 
store.

12 year Romulus Towers resi¬ 
dent Mildred Qualls was delight¬ 
ed with her new mobility last 
Thursday when she joined eight 
fellow residents on the first bus 
trip to an area grocery store since 
the Romulus IGA closed last 
month.

Voters made right choices with 
Godbout, DeHart, elected mayor 


The intelligence, of the voting 
community never ceases to amaze 
me. In both Westland and Wayne, 
last week, voters went to the polls 
and made the proper decisions. 

In Westland two councilpeople 
were to be chosen, yet only one 
name appeared on the ballot. 
State laws, that need to be amend¬ 
ed, and foul weather, made it ex¬ 
tremely difficult for potential can¬ 
didates to collect the allotted 
number of signatures in the short 
timespan allowed to have names 
appear on the ballot 

Incumbent councilperson Jim 
Godbout was the only candidate to 
get the required signatures. Hav¬ 
ing his name appear on the ballot 
essentially assured him the seat, 
but many felt former mayor and 
longtime councilperson Chuck 
Pickering would have enough 
name recognition to give Godbout 
a run That assumption was erro¬ 
neous as Godbout swamped Pick¬ 
ering and Dorothy Smith by a 4 to 
1 margin. 

In the second race, longtime 
Democratic State Representative, 
Eileen DeHart steamrolled two 
opponents in an exclusive write-in 


race. Even though Peggy Ellen- 
wood served admirably the few 
months she was on the Council, 
DeHart’s state experience will 
make her a major asset on the 
new council. Her name familiari¬ 
ty, plus the fact that she hasn’t lost 
an election, made her a popular 
and easy choice for most voters. 

Wayne voters rightfully ap¬ 
proved an amendment that will 
now call for an elected mayor. In 
the past only the seven elected 
councilpeople could choose the 
mayor, allowing for backroom 
wheeling and dealing between 
council factions. 

Opponents of this amendment 
point to the fact that the mayor’s 
position is largely ceremonial and 
doesn’t mean much in the City. Ad¬ 
ditionally, those opponents fear 
that this is only the first step in do¬ 
ing away with the City Manager 
form of government 

Addressing the latter, I think 
that to be unwarranted fear on the 
part of a few. The City Manager 
form of government has served 
the City of Wayne well for many 
many years. Most professionals 
believe it to be a far better form of 
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government that a strong mayor 
where politics always seems to get 
in the way. 

But in Wayne, as in other city’s, 
the title of mayor is meaningful, 
whether he be elected or appoint¬ 
ed, parttime or full. As chairper¬ 
son of the Council, the mayor 
wields great power. Don’t tell me 
former mayors Pat Norton and 
Ken Warfield had no clout Like¬ 
wise, don’t tell me parttime may¬ 
ors, Hilliard Hampton, or his 
predecessor Edward Bivens in 
Inkster, aren’t the most powerful 
people in their city. 

It’s just that when it comes to 
day-to-day operations, the City 
Manager runs those functions in 
an unpoliticized, professional at¬ 
mosphere. Thus you might say, 
cities like Wayne and Inkster, have 
the best of both worlds with a 
mayor and city manager looking 
out for the citizens’ best interests. 



Open Meeting Act flouted 


One of the things that upset 
community activists is the closed 
(executive) sessions held periodi¬ 
cally by most city councils. 

The Michigan Open Meetings 
Act (OMA) prohibits closed (se¬ 
cret) sessions of city councils (and 
boards of supervisors) with a few 
narrow exceptions. 

For common sense reasons, 
discussions about the purchase of 
property by the city can be held in 
closed sessions. Likewise, discus¬ 
sion of city personnel problems or 
evaluations can be closed. 

A third and most controversial 
exception allows closed sessions 
“to consult with its attorney re¬ 
garding trial or settlement strate¬ 
gy in connection with specific 
pending litigation, but only if an 
open meeting would have a detri¬ 
mental financial effect on the liti¬ 
gating or settlement position of 
the public body” 

The decision and vote to hold a 
closed session must be taken in an 
open meeting and the subject of 
the closed session must be dis¬ 
closed. Minutes of closed sessions 
are kept separate from minutes of 
open sessions and can only be 
made public pursuant to a court 
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order. 

The vote on any actions result¬ 
ing from the closed meeting dis¬ 
cussions must be held in open ses¬ 
sion 

Do councils discuss other sub¬ 
jects in closed sessions that, by 
law, should be held in open ses¬ 
sion? It’s pretty much an honor 
system and that’s what drives citi¬ 
zen activists bonkers. Unless 
someone on the “inside” of the 
closed sessions is enforcing ad¬ 
herence to the law, no one will 
ever know. 

In Troy, Councilman Martin 
Howrylak has filed a request with 
the state attorney general for an 
investigation of the council. He 
claims the council routinely dis¬ 
cusses subjects in closed sessions 
that are not allowed under the 
Open Meetings Act. He says he 
has objected to holding some of 
the closed sessions but has been 


out-voted. 

The Romulus City Council, 
which has probably the best pro¬ 
cedures for public participation at 
open sessions, on numerous occa¬ 
sions has blatantly violated the 
OMA with regard to discussions 
on litigation. 

In the vote to hold the closed 
sessions, it has not identified the 
specific litigation to be discussed. 
Even worse, it has come back into 
open session and voted to imple¬ 
ment decisions made in the closed 
session, without disclosing the ac¬ 
tion being authorized. 

To date, no formal request for 
investigation of these violations 
has been made. The undisclosed 
discussions and meaningless au¬ 
thorizing votes have resulted in 
over one million of taxpayers’ dol¬ 
lars being spent on legal fees. 

Conviction on a first violation 
of the OMA could result in a fine 
of up to $1,000. Conviction of a sec¬ 
ond offense in the same term of of¬ 
fice is subject to a fine of $2,000 
and/or imprisonment for not more 
than one year. The penalties are 
assessed against council members 
as individuals.

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Boy’s life worth more than bricks 


Two men with long criminal 
records are behind bars after 
leading Canton police on a chase 
resulting in the death of Travis 
Miles, an 8-year-old Garden City 
boy. 

Canton police expected a 35th 
District Court judge to throw the 
book at the men at their Tuesday 
afternoon arraignment (after this 
column was written), perhaps 
charging the driver with first de¬ 
gree murder. 

The incident began at approxi¬ 
mately 8:20 p.m. Saturday after 
Canton Police were tipped off 
that thieves were stealing con¬ 
struction materials from a site 
near Beck and Cherry Hill roads. 

Responding patrolmen found 
two trucks loaded with construc¬ 
tion material. One surrendered. 

The other stopped, then fled, 
heading eastbound on Cherry Hill 
at speeds ranging from 35 to 60 
miles per hour. Canton officers 
pursued the vehicle into West- 
land. 

At the intersection of Venoy 
and Cherry Hill, the suspects ran 
a red light and broadsided the ve¬ 
hicle carrying Miles. The crash 
killed the child and injured the 
driver, Michelle Burgess, his 
aunt 

Many, upon learning of the boy’s 
tragic death, will be putting the 
United States Supreme Court on 
trial for its most recent ruling on 
police pursuit deaths and injuries. 

On May 26,1998, the Supremes 
ruled that police officers cannot 
be held liable for the deaths of in¬ 
nocent people who are killed or 
severely injured as the result of a 
reckless police chase. 

’’This decision means that po¬ 
lice officers may disregard rules 
and guidelines concerning high 
speed vehicle pursuits,” the ACLU 
of Southern California said at the 
time. 

Following that decision, the 
Michigan Supreme Court ruled 
that police officers and munici-

palities could only be held respon¬ 
sible for deaths in police chases if 
they’re grossly negligent and di¬ 
rectly responsible. 

This loophole makes it easier 
for officers to ignore department 
high-speed pursuit policies and 
regulations. 

In Miles’s death, those opposed 
to the carte blanche given by the 
courts to officers to initiate high 
speed chases might ask: Was a 
truckload of construction materi¬ 
als worth an 8-year-old’s life? 

“Of course not!” is my knee- 
jerk response. Police should not 
risk the lives of anybody over non¬ 
violent crimes. And pursuits are 
risky. 

Though I don’t have current 
statistics, in 1996, 377 people, in¬ 
cluding 103 police officers or in¬ 
nocent bystanders, died in high¬ 
speed pursuits. 

In 1995, of the high-speed motor 
vehicle pursuits conducted during 
that year, about 40 percent result¬ 
ed in accidents; 20 percent result¬ 
ed in injury; and one percent re¬ 
sulted in death. About 60 percent 
of them were for nonviolent 
crimes. 

In Michigan, more than 110 
people died from chases in the 
1990s, according to the Detroit 
Free Press. 

The problem of pursuing vio¬ 
lent criminals gets thornier Public 
safety requires the capture of 
hostage-takers or people posing an 
immediate threat to themselves or 
others. The risk is worth it 

Nevertheless, it would best for 
police to evolve safer alternatives 
to action movie chases. 


The ACLU of Southern Califor¬ 
nia suggested having police agen¬ 
cies cooperate to track the loca¬ 
tion of a vehicle to safely stop and 
apprehend fleeing suspects. 

Then there’s the high-tech solu¬ 
tion. Reportedly, the military is 
working on a ray gun that will jum¬ 
ble a vehicle’s electrical system, 
causing it to stop. 

And who knows what technics 
police could come up with in a 
brainstorming session: helicopter 
pursuits, weapons to disable tires, 
or ways to trace fugitive vehicles to 
kingdom come. 

While the fleers must pay for 
the death of Travis Miles, I urge 
township officials and police to re¬ 
think their high-speed pursuit 
policies. 

The life of Travis Miles and oth¬ 
er innocents is worth more than a 
load ofbricks.
